JANUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.99 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  January  1963,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $3.99  per  hundredweight 
for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of 
one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used. 

This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction 
and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.99  price  for  January  1963,  is  1 cent  above  the  December  1962  price,  but 
20  cents  below  the  January  1962  price. 

PRODUCTIONS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  19,291,816  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  January  1963,  of  which  14,402,111  pounds  or  75%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  4.7%  from  December  1962.  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  up  5.57o  from  December  1962. 

FEBRUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.30 


$1.20  was  added  to  the  January  basic  formula  price  of  $3.10  (Wiscons in-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  February.  This  price  of  $4.30 
is  1 cent  under  the  January  Class  I price. 

1962  MILK  PRODUCTION  EXCEEDED  1961 


The  USDA  recently  announced  that  milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  1962 
totaled  126,509  billion  pounds  or  an  increase  of  0.8%,  over  1961.  Production  was  down 
1.7%  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  Milk  production  pooled  under  the  Fort  Wayne  Order 
in  1962  totaled  194,854,894  pounds  or  an  increase  of  17.37o  over  1961,  due  in  part 
to  expansions  of  the  marketing  area  as  of  May  1,  1961  and  August  1,  1962.  Production 
per  farm  per  month  was  up  29.3%,  in  1962  over  1961.  Average  number  of  producers 
per  month  was  down  from  893  to  810.
